In compliance with the provisions of section 481 of the alent icipal Act, 1923, 

it ig hereby notified for general information that the Corporation 0! alcutta propose to 

make the following by-laws under clause 21 read with clause 17 of section 478 of the said 
Act regulating the erection of culverts in Calcutta :— 








By-laws for the erection of culverts framed under section 478 (21) read with clause (17) 


of the Calcutta Municipal Act (B. ©, II] of 1923. : 

1. (a) Every person who intends to construct a culvert over a roadside open drain 
shall send to the District Engineer concerned an application for permission to execute the 
work in the printed form ‘annexed to these by-laws which will be supplied to the applicant 
free of charge. ‘ : 


(b) Such application shall be accompanied by— 


(i) a site-plan in triplicate of the land drawn toaacale of 50 feet to an inch and 
showing all surroundings, 


(it)a detailed plan in triplicate of the culvert with sections and-cross-sections, drawn 
to a scale of 2 feet to an inch, and showing—- 


(a) the width of the culvert, 

(b) the height and width of the parapet wails, if any, 

(c) complete elevations and sections of the culvert, and 

(d) such other particular as may be prescribed by the Corporation. 


2, Within 15 days after the receipt of the aforesaid application for permission to 
erect the culvert or ‘after the District Engineer has been satisfied that there are no objec- 
tions which may lawfully be taken to the grant of permission to execute the work, the 
District Engineer shall, by written order, either sanction the plan or refuse it as the case 
may be: he 

Provided that no fee or rent shall be charged for the permission to construct or keep 
these culverts. 

3. Any culvert constructed without sanction or in deviation of # plan sanctioned 
according to these by-laws or in violation of any by-laws herein contained shall be liable 
to removal by the District Mngineer at the cost of the owner. * 

4, The width of a culvert shall ordinarily be 4 feet, provided however the District 
Engineer may in the special circumstances of a case allow a greater width not exceeding 
10 feet. 

5, The culvert shall consist of a masonry floor or sheet iron resting on masonry 
arches or walls on either side, provided nevertheless in the case of a culvert exceeding 
4 feet in width the top of the culvert shall consist of a removeable steel sheet, 

6. The invert of the drain shall be in conerete and the entire surface of the support- 
ing walls shall be rendered in cement, provided that in the case of a kutcha drain, the 
invert need not be in cement conerete. « 

7. Parapet walls may be erected over the culvert, provided that no steps shall be 
allowed, Such walls shall be on wither side thereof and shall not exceed 10 inches in 
width and shall have pointed tops. 2 Y geen 

8. Ordinarily one culvert shall be allowed for one and the same premises, provided 
however the District Engineer may in the special circumstances of the case permit one 
or more additional culverts for the same premises, subject nevertheless to the condition 
that there shall be an intervening space of not less than 6 feet between the culverts, 
Such permission shall be entirely in the direction of the District Engineer, see 

9. Every person intending to constract a culvert shall before the actual commence- 
ment of the work send to the District Engineer 24 hours’ previous notice of such 
commencement and shall during the course of construction properly d, fence an
